The boll weevil infestation did

of 1915 was made. 
At any rate, 1915 was the last million bale crop 
year in Alabama, and the new crop should be most 
encouraging to the business interests bf the State. 
It will be proof that the State can make a big cotton 
crop in spite of the boli weevil and in spite of the 
decrease in farm labor. 
The annual cotton crop for 
the last ten years averages only 724,900 bales.

and theré is no demobilization of the market in sight. 
In earlier years when we made a big crop the,market 
usually went to pieces.
